AMERICAN SKETCHES, 



A NIGHT Vii^ltH'TflE 

BT rAS otto B^LER^ ! 



A number of yea^-B ago, I took family to 
Wisoonsin and locBt« myself in the woods,', 
abont ten milos from tlio nearest settlement, 
and at least five from the nearest neigh- 
bour. The country round was mostly 
forest^ atid wild beasts and Indians were so 
numefous in that (jtiarter, that my friends at 
the east, to whom I gave, a dcseription of 
my locality, expressed great fears for our 
(Safety, and said they should bo less sur- 
prised to learn of our having all been cut 
off than to hear of our still being alive out 
there at the end of a couple of years. How- 
ever, I did uot fcol much alnnnod on my 
own account, and my wife was as bravo as 
a hunter; but then we had three children — 
the oldest only ten- — -and sotnetimes, when 
I was away from liomc, the sudden growl 
of a bear, the howl of a wolf, or the scream 
ef a panther, would make me think of them 
and feel quite, uneasy.

One bitter cold morning, the ground 
■ being deeply covered with snow, so crusted 
and frozen that no feet could sink into it, 
I brought out the hoi-se for my wife to go to 
the nearest settlement, where she had some 
purchases to make, which she wished to 
attend to herself. Besides being well muffled 
■up in her own clothing, I wrapped a large 
buffalo robe around her. Admonishing her 
that the woods were full of danger after 
dark, I urged her to be sure and get back 
before sunset, which she promised to do. 

All day long after her departure, from 
eome cause for which I could not account, 
1 felt very depressed and uneasy, as if

I mounted and rode off to meet her, which 
I expected to do at every turning of tire 
horse-path. 

It was just about dark when I saw the 
lights of the town gleaming in the disfcmce; 
but before I reached the place, I met my 
wife hastening Iiomeward — she having 
been unexpectedly detained. I was greatly 

rejoiced to find her safe and unharmed 

but not a little puzzled to account for my 
presentiment of evil, which, it appeared to 
me, had taken place without cause. 

We now set oft" at a brisk trot liome- 
wards — through a dense, dark, gloomy 
wood, which lined our way on either side.

Vto . ipy graSp ; and, acaroely consciou? ■ pf 
bwhat I was doing, but thinking only that 
the dear ihother’pf my little ones lay fairly 
honeath some three or four of the furiously 
fighting and snarling wild beasts, I giusped j 
my Mfoapoiis, 'one in each hand, cooked 
them at the aame instant, and, fairly jump- 
ing into the midst of my enemies, placed 
the muzzles again.st the heads of two that, 
had turne<l to rend mo, and firail them, 
both together. 

Both shots took effect — it could not be 
otherwise — and as the two wolves rolled 
back in their death agonies, their starving 
companions fell upon them with the most 
ravenous fury, and literally tore them to 
pieces, and devoured them before my very 
eyes, almost over, the body of my wife, and 
in les.s, I should say, than a minute. 

Ascertaining, by a few anxious inquiries, 
that my wife was still alive and unharmed, 

I bade her remain quiet ; and, picking up 
my rifle, I proceeded to load my weapons 
with the greatest , dispatch. .

We were not there 
u inomeat too soon ; for scarcely ]iad wo 
get ourselves settled in a compEtratively 
comfortable position, when another hungry 
pack of one enemies appeared below us — 
howling, snarling, and fighting, their u|i- 
turned eyes occasionally glowing fearfully 
in the darkness. But wo were safe from 
their reach ; and alt that long, dismal 
ui’ght we remained there, Hsteuing to their 
discordant tones, and thinking of the dear 
ones at home. 



'The night was intensely cold, and in 
spite of all my effort.s to keep my sluggish 
hlood in circulation, I became so bonu mbed 
before morning,, that I Ixilicve I should 
have given up and perished, except for the 
pleading voice of tny wife, who begged me 
to liohl out, and not leave her a widow and

Daylighii enma at last, and never wa.s 
morn hailed with greater joy. Our foes 
now slunk away one by one, and left us 
to ourselves j and, a few minutes after their 
disa])pearance, I got down and execrcised 
myself violently ; and having thus brought 
back a little warmth to my system, I as- 
sitsed my wife to alight, and we at once 
started horaewaixl. 

I ueed scarcely add that we arrived there 
in line time, to find our poor, night-long 
terrified children almost frantic with de- 
light at our safe return. 



EDITORIAL LIFE IN THE FAR 
WEST. 



There are many who have got into wild 
places in America who would be glad to 
get out in almost any way ; failing in tiiia, 
they M.rite and publish grand accounts of 
their siirrouudiiigs so as to divide their 
joys and sorrows with all who come. 
Fancy yourself, says the correspondent of 
an English paper, over in this country', and 
making headway in your vocation among 
bullets such as gentlemen of the press have 
to enoounter, and you might begin to feel 
that though you have had a good tussle at 
the end of the week, it ia perfect luxury 
when eoinpared with the work of a vigorous 
daily issue such as is hinted at in tho fol 
lowing extract : — 

I was told by the physician that a South- 
ern climate would improve my health, and 
so I wei'it down to 'Tenuessee and got a 
berth oh the Jl/orniny Glory mid Jolmnon 
County Ti'or Whoop, as associate editor.

Ke j 
wore a ruffled shirt, a largo seal ring, a ' 
standing collar of obsolete jiatteni, and a 
checked liandkerehief with tho ends hang- 
ing down. Date of costume, about 18i8. 
He was smoking a cigar, aud trying to 
think of a word. And in thinking of a 
■wind, and in pawing his hair for it, ho had i 
rumpled Lis hair a good deni. He was 
scowling fearfully, and I judged that he 
was concocting a particularly knotty edi- 
torial. He told me to take the exchanges 
aud skim through them, and then write up 
tho “ Spirit of the Tennessee Press,” con- 
densing into the article ail of their 
contents that seemed of interest.

Origin of the “ MaraallaiHa ' Hy vnSi. " 



The national song of France,'’ which la, 
perhaps, more vitally couuected with the 
hearts of her pco]jlo than that of sny other 
nation, grew out of tho stormy scenes of 
tho Revolution. Its inpiration was drawn 
trom thosu thrilling events ryhich for sovo* 
ml years coiivuLwl France, and made all 
Euro]je tremble. It was composed, in tha 
winter of 1792, by a young soldler-numwl' 
Roiiget do Lisle, who wiis then stationed 

at a gavrisoti iu Stviisburgli. This young 

man was born and reared in Sans le , San* • 
iiier, tlio capital of Jiua, a mountainous 
proviimo in thn east of France. - He was ■ 
by nature both poet and. musician, and. the 
wild surroundings of his cbildliood had lent 
their jiowerfiil aid to his imagination. 
When at fjtrnsburg, his pojmiur talents^ 
made him the deligiit of tlio garrison, and 
many an otherwise .slow and weary hour ho 
Ircgiiiled with his attractive improvisations. 
He became iiitinuitely acquainted with a 
certain family in the city, and spent much 
time at the house. This family, although! 
poor, were patriotic, and admired the mar- 
tial tal lints of De Lisle, They were lovers 
of music, al.so, and encouvjiged the songs 
of tho young dreamer. One day he was 
seated at the dimior table of his frieiula, 
where tho fare was humble and scant. The 
Revolution was already taking the bread 
from tlio people ; and here, aud elsewhere, 
there wa.s a scarcity of food. But there 
was one bottle of wine left in the cellar, 
which tiie host ordered to be brought, that 
he and Do Lisle might drink to the liberty 
of I'riLiico. Lite at night, the soldier, takiu-r 
his musical instrument with him, retired 
to his room. There, heated by the wine, 
and inspired by the stirring events of the 
Bevolution, ho composed the hymn which 
has ever since been the key-song of France. 
Our authority tells us that De Lisle, car- 
ried away by Ida inspiration, composed now 
the air, aud then tho words, passing from 
one to another, unconsciously, and com- 
bining the two so inseparably in his mind 
that he never knew which was created 
first. Sleep overcame him at last, and his 
liead fell u|x>n his instrument. In th« 
morning, when iio awoke from his slum- 
I hers, ho only dimly remembered the ex- 
perience of the previous night. Keculling 
his produotion with dilhculty, he transferred 
it from his hrain to paper, and then ren- 
dered it with voice aud haipsii heird to hi» 
astonished friends. It v.us the voi-'e of 
France, and in a short time the stiiiing 
; song was upon ev'-rv liji. It wa.s first sung, 
j however, by tho Marrseillaise, a band of 
I savage men, sent by Barbaroux to aid the 
i Bevolution at the osjiital. 'i'd is body, im 
i it advanced towards Baris, spreading coii- 
I sternatioii and tenor everywhere, was 
j lieard to sing a new and stnnige .snug. It 
; was Do Lifilc's inidiiiglit dream. TLemeu 
who firat pvocliU’iKid it to theiiativui, amid 
the tears and blood they caused to flow, 
gave to it the name by which it has since 
been universnlly known. Afterwards, 
when its composer, who, although a Re* 
pulican, was ]irescribed a Royalist, was 
iiiakiiig his escqic from tho ierrors of hbi 
country, he heard tlie echo of his own song 
among the hills of the Alps. .Asking the 
guide what that hymn was called, he was 
told it was “The Miiivillaise.” The 
hymn was soon sung all over France, and 
became the inspiration of great and terrible 
deeds. It was destined to bs the death- 
song of thousands of Frenclimen — Repub- 
licans, like the Rcjuibilcun autbor, whoso 
heads fell iiiidci the axe of the guillotine. 

It was only a eliuucc which saved Drldslo 
himself from being home to the scaffold to 
the resounding straiius of his own wond^ 
fill comjiosition.

Excitement having been produced by 
the publication in the Marseillaise of a let- 
ter from O'Donovan Rossa, describing al- 
leged cruelties inflicted upon him, the Home 
Secretary has issued a 'counter statement 
exposiug Rossa’s exaggerations and false- 
hoods. 

Earl De Grey and Ripon has been in- 
stalled Grand Master of the Freemasons. 

• The racing stud of the late Earl of Derby 
has been sold by auction for 4725 guineas. 

Since the Government took ihe tele- 
graphs into its own hands, the number of 
mesaagea has greatly increased. 

The funeral of Casey, the Fenian poet, 
in Dublin, was attended by 10,000 people. 

A strike of 10,000 cotton 0 ]ieraives is 
expected at Bolton. 1000 joiners in Glas- 
gow have struck for the reduction of the 
hours of labour to nine. A similar move- 
ment is going on in London, where bakers 
are . agitating for the abolition of night 
work. 

The mall steamer Normandy, white on 
her way to Jersey, was nm down, 30 miles 
from the Needles, by a heavy steamer from 
the Danube, and a gi-eat many lives were 
lost,

Commander Palmer, of H.M.S. Rosario

The Prussian Government are supposed 
to be favourably inclined towards assuming 
the sovereignty of the Fiji Islands.

Another sale will 
be held this month at Liverpool. 

The cattle imported from South Ame- 
rica have been sold at a heavy loss, 

April 14. 

Mr Lowe delivered his Financial State- 
ment on the 1 1th inst He stated the re- 
venue for 1869 to bo £75,434,000, and the 
expenditure £67,654,000, leaving a surplus 
of £7,878,000, Of this surplus £4,300,000 
was devoted to defraying the expenses of 
the Abyssinian expedition, and the re- 
mainder was devoted to paying off Ex- 
chequer bonds, and buying up Exchequer 
bills. By this means £7,000,000 of the 
National Debt has been paid off. The abo- 
lition is proposed of the hawkers' and other 
small trading licenses, the tax on playing 
cards, and the 6 per cent, railway passen- 
ger duty ; 'and the reduction of the inland 
postage on newspapers to a halfpenny. The 
remainia| £4,000,000 it is proposed to 
dispose of by reducing the income tax to 
4d.| and the duty on sugar by one and a 
half per cent., retaining a surplus of 
£331,000.

The 
constituent power of the Senate is to be 
transferred to the Corps Lfigisktif, and 
the legislative power is to be divided be- 
tween the Emperor, the Senate, and the 
Corps LAgisiatif. Matters relative to 
taxation are to be first voted by the latter. 
M. Ollivier announced his intention of 
submitting the question of the sinatus eon- 
suliutn to a plebiscite. This caused dissen- 
sions, and ultimately a crisis, in the Cabi- 
net. Some resignations took place, and 
among them that of Count Daru, M. Ol- 
livier remains premier. The plebiscite 
takes place between the 1st and 18th of 
May, 

President Grant sent a special message 
to Congress regarding the decline of Ame- 
rican commerce. 

The United States House of Represen- 
tatives has passed a Bill enforcing the laws 
against the Monnema 

A paper on the alleged South Sea Slave 
Trade, laid before Parliament, states that 
the expenses of the Dapbnu will bo re-

THE RECENT FLOODS.

The damage caused by the floods, even 
BO far as it has as yet been ascertained, is 
very considerable. Happily, however, we 
have not heard of any loss of life having 
occurred, though Mr Sands, hairdresser, 
of Maolaggan-streat, had a narrow escape 
from drowning by being carried down the 
large sewer in front of Messrs North and 
Scoutar'a promiaea In attempting to cross 
the stream at that point, he fell in, and 
was with difficulty extricated by a con- 
stable and a bystander. In Olark-street a 
deep channel has been cut by the water, 
while in many streets large quantities of 
mud have been deposited. St. Andrew - 
street ia particularly noticeable in this re- 
spect, the condition of the upper portion 
of that street throughout Friday (20th) 
belug simply frightful. The Water of 
Leith, as usual, has caused great devasta- 
tion along its course through the city. At 
a point a short dietadee above Duncan’s 
Mills there had been built last summer, to 
protect the river bank, a wall, partly of 
masonry cemented, and partly of piles in 
two rows, and sheathed with large planks, 
bolted closely together. ; The hollows be- 
hind this work were filled in with clay 
and gravel from , the stroam, which was 
then deepened by the prisoners. Of this 
work not a trace remains. It lias been en- 
tirely swept away. At Messrs Marshall and 
Copeland’s brewery about 14 feet of the 
yard has been carried away, with a large 
number of casks and tanks. During tb6 
height of the flood large trunks of trees 
came in contact with the arches of the 
bridge, but men were employed to keep 
the latter clear. The embankment built 
to protect the new Botanical Gardens was 
but slightly damaged in ita unfinished parts ; 
hub the new channel was not large enough 
to contain the large body of water which 
came rushing down. Several gardens in 
Leith-street were much damaged, but the 
principal loser ia Mr Ctebbie^ whose nursery 
is completely wrecked ; the soil, roots, 
flowers, bushes, and even large gum trees, 
being carried away. Mr Gebbie estimates 
his loss at £300. Four bridges crossing 
the Water of Leith at various points have 
been destroyed orgreatlyinjured. The beach 
around Pelichet Bay was strewed with casks 
and malt tanks, which had been swept 
away fixini the yards of Messrs Marshall 
and Copeland's brewery. These had a sadly 
battered appearance, large liole.s being 
knocked through many of them, and they 
were also much bulged. Besides these, 
other malt-tanks were swept into the bay, 
butmostof them have since been recovered. 
Barrels, small driftwood, berry bushes, 
and trunks of trees were also washed down, 
and as the flood gradually fell, were left 
on the many heaps of stones in the neigh- 
borhood. The various streams which run 
into the Water of Leith likewise caused 
great damage in the gardens through 
which they flow. 

THE NORTH ROAD. 

The driver of the north coach was com- 
pelled to turn back, as he found that 
Carey’s bridge at the Blneskin had been 
washed aw.ay. There are a few landslips 
along the main road, but they are not 
sufficient to pause an inteiTuption of the- 
tiuffio. The residents of Blueskin have 
not as yet sustained any injury by the 
flood. A telegram from Waikouaiti states 
that the approaches to the Waikouaiti 
bridge have been carried away, and the 
bridge itself has been twisted, whUe the 
road is under water. 

THB SOUTH ROAD. 

Green Island was flooded on the 20th 
by the overflow from the Kaikorai, which 
by about 1 3.30 had risen higher than it 
was over known to Lave done before. Mr 
Townsend's family had to be shifted from 
his house to his bam for Safety. He e.sti- 
mates the damage done to his stacks at 
£50. Mr Runciman’s mill dam, and a 
bridge near it were destroyed. He esti- 
mates his damage to the extent of £ 1 50. A 
footbridge across the river in front of Mr 
Sampson’s butcher’s shop was carried away 
into a paddock belonging to Mrs Shand. 
Mr Brown, fellmonger, suffered cousider- 
able loss, the flood having carried away a 
large quantity of wool and timber. Some 
of the wool was afterwards seen floating 
in the fields at a distance of a mile away. 
The Silverstream is greatly flooded, the 
Taieri River is from bank to brae, and the 
entire plain has again become a vast lake. 
Traffic from beyond the West Taieri bridge 
is stopped, the appiraches to it being 
washed away. The farmers will, we fear, 
be heavy losers, as the growth is stopped 
for this season, and the wintering of their 
cattle will be a hard task for them. At 
daylight yesterday tnoming the river was 
found in a state of heavy flood, and a con- 
siderable portion of the plain was under 
water. Tlie old fellmongery was flooded, 
and the works in progress for the new es- 
tablishment were considerably damaged. 
Salmond's Creek hasbeen very ranch flooded. 
Tlie small dam at Mr Saiinderson’s flour 
mill, together with a new sluice, and a 
portion of the face, were carried awav 
during Thursday night, and a quantity of 
wheat was damaged by the water. ‘ Con- 
siderable damage was dene on the farm of 
Mr G. E. Brown, Tokomaitiro. Mr Broi^ri 
had just comiiletod a race from Salmondi'S 
Creek to a mill at his steading. T-hto rafc^ 
was entirely swept a way, a nd oDher damage

THE PRICE OF 0^, AND THE EX- 
PORT DUTY. ■ 

{To tie Editin’ qf tbe CaOUWELL Arods, ) 
Sib,— Ad impression has got abroad in this lo- 
cality (through, 1 believe, tho 'Wardon’s report 
pnhtished in the intaese some two or three 
weeks back), that the price of gold at Queens- 
town is £3 17s (Id per ounoe. Can any of your 
readers or carrespandents inform me why we 
miners on the lower portion of the Molyneux 
can bnly obtain £3 15s per ounce tor gold that ia 
known to be as pute as that obtained from any 
other locality in Otago ? 

Tho banks at the Teviot and Alexandra have 
been enjoying a gold-buying monopoly for along 
time, and unless they advance the price of gold, 
the bulk of onr yield will find its way to Queens- 
town, to tho great injury of the bueinsss classes, 
and tbe detriment of the district genarslly. 

The loss of 2s fid an ounce on the precious 
metal is a serious matter to the miners. The 
yield of gold en the lower fields has fallen off 
very materially, so that many persons engaged 
in mining find it necessary to -sail very close to 
the wind to make ends meet, and some cannot 
oven do that ; for, what with miner’s rights, 
water-charges, oeitificatea of water-rights, gold- 
duty, fees for almost everything connected with 
claims, besides wear and tear of plant, &c., we 
have to pay pretty dearly for out mining privi- 
leges. • ' • , 

'Tho price of gold at tho Sydneymint, notwith- 
standing the export duty, freight, and other 
oxpeuaes, gives very large retnrns’to the Banks, 
for their outlay. Of course, one cannot object 
to the Banka having a fair margin of profit on 
their gold-trading acooimta ; bnt I for one do 
not care about, or see the force of, any financial 
or oouiinercial company being able to declare 
large dividends, with handsome additions to 
their reserve funds every half-year, at the ex- 
pense of my blood, bone, and sinew. 

Let me tell you, Mr Editor, that gold-getting 
in these parts is no child’s play, for what we get 
in the shape of ore, we have to earn very dearly 
— frequently by tho loss of life, and almost in- 
variably at the expense of health. 

Jason, with his Argonauts, sailed to Colchis 
for his golden fleece, but our modern Jasons And 
their animal nearer home in the ehspe of a miner 
who is better shepherded, and closer shorn than 
ever the Thessalian prince knew hoW to do it. 

-' Mr Haughton, in moving for the abolition of 
the gold export duty, has done that which should 
procure him a grateful recognition from the 
miners. It shews that he has the welfare of the 
mining communities prominently in view ; and 
in the event of his motion being negatived, we 
should make the abolition of the gold duty a 
ohief stipulation in returning gold-tields mem- 
bers, so that ultimately we may occupy a posi- 
tion corresponding with that of Victorian and 
New South Wales miners.

LAND monopoly. 

To the Editor of the G’komwell Aeobs. 

Sir, — A petition is about to bo taken round 
the Cromwell district tor signature, praying that 
his Honor the Superintendent may adopt means 
to atop parties from fencing in the Lower Flat. 
Let me urge upon every one who has the interest 
of Cromwell at heart to append bis name to tbe 
doeumont. I don’t know what wo Oromwel- 
liane have done that our interests should be so 
much neglected by the Government. The people 
of Clyde have got their commonage and au agri- 
cultural area. Turning in another direction, the 
settlers at Queenstown, Amw, and even the 
Cardrona, have their commonage. And what 
privileges do we possess? Really none. If 1 
want to enclose a tew acres of land, I must apply 
to tho squatter, and then may net get the piece 
I want. Now, this is altogether Wrong: we 
Want to acquire a better right to our land than 
any squatter can give : we want a right direct 
from the Queen’s reprosentative in thio Province. 
For this state of things we ourselves are 1b 
blamo. I have been talking on the commonage 
question with some Well-informed and clever 
men in Cromwell, and they say, “Wo have no 
cattle : let those that have, battle it out." Now 
that is bad reasoning, because they may have 
cattle in a year hence; and, if they never have 
cattle, theyh.avc children growing up around 
them. These men cannot expect that all their 
children will be as fortunate in the world’s lottery 
as their de.ar papas have been : some of these 
children must one day handle tbe shovel and the 
hoe. The parent that stands calmly by, and 
sees his children’s birthright grasped by any 
greedy monopolist, is not acting the part of n 
good father. We want these men to join tho 
ranks of progress ; for Cromwell has been too 
long in the position of a house divided against 
itself, which cannot stand. 

I think, Mr Editor, the Municipal Council 
should take an active part in the movement to 
which I h.ive alluded. They would thus have 
an opportunity of brightening their ' faded lau-

OUR WATER SUPPLY. 

■ — o— 

A constimt supply of pures wator for 
domestic purposes is universally acknow- 
ledged to be absolutely essential to tho 
sanatory wellbeing of every comimmity. 
As hamlets grow into villages, vilhiges 
into towns, and towns into cities, the sub- 
ject of water supply assumes in each phase 
of progress an importance commensurate 
with their relative requirements. Some 
communities nre more favonrably situated 
than others in regard to facilities for ob- 
taining water, and where Nature has hot 
made provision for man’s necessities in 
this respect, science and engineering skill 
are called into requisition to aid in supply- 
ing the want. Reservoirs have to be qpn-. 
Btructed at enormous expon.se, and piping 
has to be laid down, frequently for long 
distances, in order to convoy the water 
from the source of supply to tho locality 
where it is to be used. 

The residents of Cromwell have for 
several years possessed the means of ob- 
taining a regular and jdentifiil supply of 
water (although not of tho purest descrip- 
tion). The absence, however, of any bind- 
ing contract or properly-defined stipulation 
as to quantity and regularity of flow haa 
resulted just as might have been expected. 
We venture to assert that during the past 
six months — in place of the full quantity 
of one sluice-head which should have been 
kept running into the town race — not a 
fourth of the stipulated quantity baa been 
allowed to flow into it For at least half 
the time mentioned, the town has been 
absolutely without any water from this 
source ; and even when a limited modicum 
of the precious fluid haa been “ turned on” 
by some philanthropic individu.il to meet 
temporary and pressing requirements, the 
water has very often been hardly fit for 
use. Our present supply is brought from 
near the source of the Lowbum — a distance 
of many miles — by means of an open race, 
and is consequently liable to be impreg- 
nated with all kinds of impurities, besides 
being half boiled by the heat of the sun 
during eight months of tho year. From 
one cause or another, the em^nkments of 
the town race are continually breaking 
away, and expense is constantly incurred 
in repairing them. It has for some time 
been felt that this state of thi-ngs ought 
not to exist, and that the supply from the 
present source cannot, tmder the most 
favourable circumstances, be efficient or 
satisfactory. 

Having thus briefly described tho imper- 
fections of our existing water scheme, we 
will now endeavour to point out a remedy 
— a simple and inexpensive water-cure — 
for the inconvenience and annoyance that 
have so long been associated with it. On 
the east bank of the Clutha, exactly oppo- 
site the Rev. Mr Drake’s house, a pretty 
little stream — clear and cool at all seasons 
— comes through a deep ravine in the 
Dunstan Mountains, and falls into the 
river within a quarter of a mile from the 
main street of the town. The stream, we 
believe, takes its rise at a very high alti- 
tude, and at no great distance from tho 
river ; so that the existence of amply suffi- 
cient vertical pressure is a matter of -cer- 
tainty. There would be no difficulty what- 
ever in carrying a supply of water from 
this source across the river by means of 
flumlng supported on wire ropes ; and iron 
pipes could bo laid at a trifling cost from 
the top of the bank to the main street. 

We are not prepared to discuss the 
details necessary for carrying out the plan 
indicated, nor is this a proper timo for 
doing so ; but that we have pointed out a 
practicable and economical scheme for sup- 
plying the town, at a very moderate cost, 
with a sufficiency of water suitable for all 
ordinary purposes, will, we think, be freely 
admitted by every one who has given the 
subject the least consideration. We shall 
be glad to see the matter taken up and 
discussed by the Municipal Council.

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LOST IN THE SNOW,

On Sunday the 22nd ult., a packer 
named James M'llwain left Campbell’s 
Diggings at the back of the Old Man 
Range, on his return to the Teviot, where 
he resided. He had under his charge stz 
pack-horses, owned by himself, for he had 
bean engaged in the toilsome and danger- 
ous occupation of conveying stores over 
the mountain to Campbells for several 
years. The morning was fine at the time 
of his leaving Campbells, but he had not 
proceeded far on the way when a terrific 
storm of snow and blinding elect burst 
upon tho mountain, and continued without 
abatement during the whole of Sunday 
night. M'llwain never reached bis home, 
ffis arrival had been expected at the 
Teviet, Ind as no tidings of him were heard 
on Sunday or Monday, a search was made, 
and his body was found on Thursday, 
about half-way down tho eastern side of 
the mountain, near the fork formed by the 
junction of Black Jack’s track with 
O'Brien’s. The horses, with tho pack- 
saddles on their backs, wore discovered 
at some distance from wliero the body lay, 
and werft’as might liave been expected, in 
a most ^noiated condition. The remains 
of Mr M'llwain were conveyed to the 
Teviot, where aft inquest was held on 
Saturday, and the funeral, we understand, 
took place on Sunday. It is stated that 
Mr M'llwain had often been warned of 
the danger of crossing the mountain dur- 
ingsnow-storms, but he h.adbecomoso inured 
to the dangers of the route that he would 
undertake the journey in almost any wea- 
ther.

Council in tlioir endeavors to aocuro for the next 
three years the present subsidy on town rates. 
-^Tho Town Clerk was instructed to reply, and 
state that Mr Krasor, M-P.O., would bo oommu- 
uicated with, and requested to give hia supi>ort 
to the petition in tho Provincial Council. • 

A letter from the Deputy-Commissioner of 
Stamps, Dunediu, was read, stating that be had 
forwarded the application from the Town Coun- 
oil to Wellington, and that ha had no doubt the 
wants of tho town would be attended to. 

Accounts to tho amount of £20 10s Od were 
passed for payment. 

Tbo Town Clerk was instructed to call for 
tondotb for the erection of stone stages for the 
water-tanks. /•. • 

On the motion of Gr. Barosford, seconded by 
Cr. Colder, Mr Constable Morkane was appointed 
Inspector of Nuisaucea, and the Town Olerk 
was instructed to write and obtain the official 
sanction to the appointment. 

Ou the motion of Or. Theyers, it was resolved 
to make the camping-ground for waggons on the 
piece of land act aside for recreation purposes, 
just opposite the School fence, in Manuhorikia 
\Vard. - The Towu Olerk was instructed to have 
the notice-board taken down' from its present 
position, and pub up on the ground' selected. 
The Clerk waa aIi>o instructed to have the notice 
board in the rubbish d6pGt taken down at the 
same time, and placed near Sandlaon’s old resi- 
dence, and to give the Inspector notice to enforce 
the depositing of rubbish near the board, under 
pain of prosecution. 

The Mayor stated that, in reply to a letter he 
bad had from Mr Fraser, M. P.C., he had written 
to him requesting him to do his utmost to get. a 
sum placed on the estimates to keep in repair 
and make good the bad places in the road on the 
west bank ef the river, abo to endeavor, if possi- 
bio, to do something onent our ‘cominimage 
question. * 

This concludod the business, and the OouncU 
adjourned. 



NOTES FROLff THE NEVIS. ' 

( From our own CorreApondont ) 

Novis, May 24, 1S70. 

It is very evident that the Chinese are 
doing something more than ordinary on 
the Nevis, as they have shifted their town- 
ship farther up the river, and several par- 
ties have arrived from down country. 
They seem to have had informatipix from 
their friends aa to the exact spot to make 
for. John usually does not like swagging 
through the saow (and the hills are covered 
with it just now), neither does he like the 
frosty weather ; tlierefore, to many settling 
themselves down for the winter shews that 
they are on something good. 

Work generally has been very much re- 
tarded by the landslips and freshets. Some 
few of the miners, whom I call “locomotive 
diggers," because they have been for years 
travelling bivokwards aud forwards, and are 
consequently gathering no gold, have made 
a move; but, with these trifling exceptions, , 
I believe the miners are getting satisfac- 
tory returns for their labor. 

The mall has not come up yet, so I 
imagine the snow on the hills may have 
friglitened the mailinan, as it did the 
Wardens a year or two ago. 

The weather may be quoted as usual : 
rain, snow, sunshine, and wind — sometimes 
one at a time, and sometimes all together, 
with frost and ice into the bargain. 

Our bankruptcy laws : I sliould like to 
say a few words upon this subject. Ever 
since I can remember, nearly every session 
of Parliament in the old country has beon 
ocenpied for some time in tinkering the 
law of debtor and creditor, and still it is as 
far from being satisfactory as ever. It is 
very easy to find fault; but .it is not quite 
so easy to find a remedy, or to settle it 
finally. The simplest mode of dealing with 
it is to abolish it altogether. It supports 
dishonest lawyers and traders ; it has no 
terrors for rogues, and very few honest 
men are not siiflerers by its operation. 
Loafers of many descriptions benefit by the 
downfall of large firms, like wreckers do 
from the misfortunes of others. Trade, as 
at present carried on, is principally on 
bills and promissory notes, and is a sort of 
gambling transaction, by which, if success- 
ful, a man may become rich, and care not 
for, the world ; but if not snccessful, tho 
man has only to rake together what he can 
pass through the court with, and he is eli- 
gible for civic boners {J.P. included)— or 
at worst, the Provincial Council is open to 
him. All trades in England have their 
protection societies, where nil defaulters 
and swindlers are registered, so that sub- 
scribers can see who’s who ; but it is done 
in secret. Now, this is what should be 
done : if a man has agreed to pay a debt 
by s certain date, and he is not able to do 
so whon the time has come, his creditor 
should have the right to publish his name, 
without tho law of libel being put in force 
against him ; on the other hand, any one 
publishing a false statement against a 
creditor should bo liable to punishment 
under the criminal code. All hanki'lipts 
and insolvents shoutd be disfranchised and 
disqualified from holding any olfico lor

Business of all sorts in this quarter is in 
q very languishing. qonditiom at pro^nt, 
'The river is still above working level, y>ut 
Ls again falling slowly — this time surely for 
'good, otherwise business will get a sud 
blow this season. ■.■■' . ■ ■'• '■ ' 

The library has been closed for the jiast 
six weeks, Ilhis has caused groat dissatis- 
faction and some growling among ths 
tending public, as tbo issuing of books has 
been stopped, ostensibly for the purpose of 
taking stock and getting in stray volumes. 
However) k meeting of tlie Crmmlttee was 
held on 'Wednesday evening last, . and it 
was resolved to again open the doors, and 
also that' subscribers should be particularly 
requested not to take out books without 
having them entered' by the librarian. 
Tliis notice was ninch needed, as hitherto 
books have been taken indiscriminately 
from the shelves, without any account of 
them being kept . The consequence is, 
that many valuable volumes are missing. 
This institution, though still a credit to the 
township, is fast going back fur want of 
support, and lack of energy in the managing 
committee. 

Our school, however, is in a more pros- 
perous condition than tho library. ■ There 
are between 70 and 80 pupils on the roll — 
too many for one master to dp justice to, 
without over exerting himself and confining 
the scholars too much. However, I notice 
that a schoolmistress' Is advertised for in 
tho Government Gazette, and I trust that 
this much-needed want will soon bo filled 
up. A most substantial stone residence has. 
just been completed for the schoolmaster, 
at a cost of £350. Tlie amount appears 
to be reasonable ; it is lathed and plastered, 
and it is well finished throughout. Pity, 
however, to see a fine hniiding go up and 
a strong fence around it go down for want 
of care. Some three years ago, a strong 
paling fence was put round the grounds, at 
a cost of £100. I noticed, soma months 
ago, that several of the posts were getting 
rather loose, and I drew the attention of 
an interested party to that fact ; but, as 
usuil, “not hia business,” or “no autho- 
rity.” And the consequence is, the late 
gales and rains have well nigh brought it 
to the ground, and it now looks like what 
I would call a “ snake fence,” so staggery 
is it. In fact, for all the world it puts me 
in mind of four drunken fellows sea-sawing 
arm-in-arm along the atieet — surging to- 
gether occaaionatly, and then spreading out 
with a swing, but always (from a sort of 
instinct, I suppose) clinging together like 
grim death, knowing full well that if they 
part company down they go. So it is with 
the fence : should it part at the corners, it 
will certainly go to gras.s. : However, it 
may bo that the authorities are not alto- 
gether to blame either : it is just possible ■ 
that they hqve, been trusting that the 
double row of quicks which was planted 
inside the fence last season would be quite 
tall and well-grown by this time, and con- 
sequently gave no heed to the wooden 
fenoh But, sad to say, like the tares 
amongst the wheat, the weeds were allowed 
to grow and grow, till they have appa- 
rently choked tho quicks, for they now 
seem all dead.

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The bridge Consists Of eleven spans or bays— 
five of dOf t. in etretoh, fire cf 20ft. , and one of 
3l)ff, making the total length 4.T0ft. The approaOh 
on the west end of the bridne has an incline of 
:. one in ten, 'find the Cast ena id on a- level witli 
tho ciiibiiukment, . Tho width of the rnadwayiH 
■ the clear is lift, 4fn., aud tbst uverall 13ft. 
height iroia ordinary water-level to top of road- 
way is 15ft. din. 

Each of. the six river piers consfsto of threo 
main or bearing piles — the two exterior ones bo- 
[ iag Uin. Square, and the centre one IGin. Two 
auxiliary or butting piles, 12in.|x'10in. tim’>er, 
are driven oloae to each of these, in the direetioii 
' of tlie length of the briiige, and one raking pile, 
of l)liu, X 12in. timber, upon thp down-stream 
sido of the bridge, and ten olosely-driven piles, 
ten inches square, upon ths up-strdxm side of 
the bridge. Each of tho piles is sbpd with malle- 
able iron shoes, aud are (irivon into the ground 
from fifteon to twenty feet.' Tho six piers on 
the river-banks arc each oomposod of throe bear- 
ing piles, of 12in. z 12m. timber, with tho addi- 
tion of two spur piles, of lOin. by lOin. timber, 
at each of tho abutment-piers. All the piles are 
well secured by braces and wallings, and [boh<4 
together at each intersection. The iriver-pieris 
are farther secured fay oblique bracing, of lOin.. 
X 12iu. timber, secured at intersections with 
piles by caaileablc iron straps and bolts. Th» 
bearing-piles are further braced by diagonals of 
Sin. X din. timber, Tho sp-streammain piles 
ars braced to the ends of ths close piling by 
12in. X loin, timber, and strongly bolted and 
strapped. ’ThejiJ'ahatnient ' pieiu are cloMly 
plariked with -din. planking, to retain the sui' 
bankments st each end of the bridge. ' 

Tbe superstructure is composed of three bear- 
ing beams— the two exterior cues of 14in. x I2io, 
timber, and the eextre one 14in. i !4in. timber. 
These beams ars strutted by two sots of scruts 
at each beating-pile, butting at lower extremitiew 
inti) cast-iron sockets, oad at the upper extremi- 
ties butting against two straining pieces of I2ia. 
z Sin. timber. The beams, struts, and straining 
pieces ar> secured togei,her by malleable iron 
saddle-straps, 'and are strongly boltel. The 
struts are stiffened vertically by i2in. i di.i. 
timber, placed between them and the Ixeudug 
beams, and these are secured by malleable iron 
stirrup-straps and bolts. The struts are stiffe'sed 
horizontally by cross pieces of 9in. x din. timber, 
reaching across from side to side ot the bridge, 

. and bolted at each intersection. The beams are 
also stiffened horizontally by diagonal braces of 
Sin. X din. timber, secured to beams with malle- 
ble iron ctraps and belts. Tbe whole area of 
tho bridge is covered with plankmg of 12in. z 
14in. timher. On each side of tho bridge there 
is a ground-beam of Sin. x 4in. timber. The 
hand-rail on each of tho bridge is composed of 
uprights of din. x Sin. timber, top rail of din. X 
din. timber, and diagonals of din. x 4in. timber, 
securely fixed. All this timber is dressed aup 
painted white, and the ironwork black. 

The original length of the bridge jw-asr 400 feek, 
but as the river had encroached on tbe banks, it 
was found necessary to put in another bay of, 
twenty feet. The timber used is all of the best 
quality, and was felled in a forest not previously 
touched by the woodman's axe— namely, in tho 
Caples branch of the Greenstone river. Tho 
piles of the bridge consist of totara](with the ex- 
ception of a few small ones, which are of black 
pine) ; the stays, beams, &c., are also totara; 
while the plank tug and Iparapsf., or hand-raiL 
are of red birch.— [Toiaf ip ifail.
